Highland Twp. First 
To Give ‘Book Fund’ 
To County Library 


The Highland township school dis­ 
trict today became the first county 
school district to turn its annual 
book fund of $10 per teacher over 
to the Adams County Free Library 
for the purchase of books. The li­ 
brarian, Miss Kathryn Oiler, an­ 
nouncing the receipt of a check for 
$20 from Highland township, said 
the money will go into a fund to be 
used for buying books for distribu­ 
tion by the bookmobile that makes 
monthly visits to every school in the 
county. 
Highland township’s action is in

RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR HIS ORDERS 


Nuembrrf. April 3 (JT*>—Field Mar- ' 
thai Wilhelm Keitel frankly l«8tifled 
today that many orders issued under 
his name “represented devutions 
from existing International law” and 
that it was his duty "to take re­ 
sponsibility for what I have done. 
even if it has been wrong." 
The former chief of the German 
High Command, one of 22 leading 
Germans on trial as war criminals, 
told the International Military Trib­ 
unal: 
“I am grateful to have the op­ 
portunity here and before the Ger­ 
man people to give an account of j 
thoae things. For all officers sub­ 
ordinate to me, I assume responsi­ 
bility insofar as it Is based on moral 
and legal principles." 
Harks Testimony 
From the time Col. Gen. Werner 
von Blomberg resigned as chief of 
the army in 1938. “there was only 
o n e commander-ln-chlef—H 111 e r 
himself," Keitel testified. Von Blom­ 
berg died last month in the Nuern­ 
berg prison. 
“Hitler Issued orders to gll three 
arms of the Wehrmacht directly 
the field marshal said. "There was 
no deputizing of power." 
He said his real title was "Chief 
of Staff--O le-W ahnaacht Supreme 
Command," and added: 
"I was not a commander. I was 
neither able to issue orders nor act 
like a chief of the general utalT. It 
was Hitler's desire to have all the 
powers rest with him.” 
He barked his testimony In the 
voice of a parade ground command­ 
er in tracing his military career. He 
said Hitler’s call for him to take 
over the army high command in 
1938 was ’ surprising." He denied 
ever belonging .to . the Nazi party, 
although he attended party rallies 
In Nuernberg. 
SLEEPING PILLS 
NEW DRUG HABIT 


Harrisburg, April 3 (/Pi-Misuse of 
sleeping pills and bimllar drugs has 
superseded illegal traffic in narcotics 
as the No. I problem of the state 
division of Narcotic Drug Control. 
J 
Frank D. Armstrong, chief of the 
narcotic division of the state Health 
Department, said today there h as. 
been an upward trend during the 
war years in all strata of society J 
in the use of dangerous sedatives 
without proper medical supervision 
"Pennsylvania has a model law for 
the control of such dangerous drugs," j 
he stated, "and our problem is one 
of enforcement and public education 
in the actual danger in their use ’’ 
Misuse of the preparations—"won- j 
derful" remedies in their place—has 
resulted in an Increasing number of 
deaths and personal tragedies, he 
said. 
Narcotics Scarce 
One reason for the increase, Arm­ 
strong added, has been the war­ 
time scarcity of narcotics. Persons 
addicted to morphine and similar 
compounds have turned to hypnotic 
and anagesic preparations as sub­ 
stitutes. 
In Pennsylvania, unrestricted sales 
of sleeping pills, so-called pep tab­ 
lets and similar concoctions have 
been illegal since 1935. Only physi­ 
cians, 
pharmacists, 
veterinarians 
cji)ji dentists, properly licensed, are 
permitted to sell them and then 
the sales must be made on written 
prescriptions.
